Claims 15-26, 28-42 and 44-49 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
could be found to teach all the claimed limitations. In particular, no prior art could be 
found to teach the claimed network wherein at least one CPE is connected to an ATM 
node through a NT and the ATM node is connected to a service provider through only a 
single virtual connection. In addition, the connection between the ATM and the NT is a 
permanent virtual connection that is used for setting up a tunneling protocol and a 
signaling protocol.
